Unveiling at Pkrryville —The 
crowd that attended the unveiling of 
tbe monument to the Confederate dead 
at Perryvllle Wednesday Is estimated 
all the way from 8,000 to 18,000. Tbe 
program was carried out without a 
bitch and the day was one that will 
long be remembered. The good people 
of the West End of Boyle threw open 
their doors to their visitors and did all 
In their power to make tbe brief stay 
In tbelr midst enjoyable, and right well 
they succeeded. Abundant dinner was 
free to all and there was almost enough 
left over for aoother meal. Tbe exer 
cites begun at 11 o’clock with prayer 
by Rev. B. F. Adkins, after which 
Judge R. J. Breckinridge welcomed 
the Immense throng and gave a brief 
history of tbe monument. Mtsa Ella 
Hav, assisted by Miss Annie Tribble, 
unveiled the handsome shaft amid 
deafening applause. Judge M. C. Sauf- 
ley, of this place, spoke for an hour 



and bis effort It said to have been a 
most excellent one. He gave a brief 
summary of the Perryvllle battle and 
other incidents of the war, and bis 
speech all through was as interesting 
as it was well delivered and received 
Geo, A. J. West, of Atlanta, entertain- 
ed tbe crowd with an excellent talk 
He Is a gallant old ex-Coofederate, a 
fine Southern gentleman and an orator 
of considerable note The children of 
tbe Perryvllle public school sang an 
appropriate song or two, and tbe exer- j 
cises were concluded by a prayer of 
benediction by Rev. E. if. Green Tbe I 
exercises over, the vast throng spent a 1 
short while saying good-bye and then ! 
went home feeltog thBt tbe day bad: 
been a most enjoyable one and one that 1 
would not sooa be forgotten 

The monument Is a handsome granite I 
•haft about 30 feet high and Is capped 
with tbe figure of a Confederate soldier j 
standing at “parade rest ” Tbe site Is 1 
a high hill and tbe shaft can be seen j 
for several miles. 

Tbe Advocate gives this Interesting! 
oil of history In connection with tbe 
erection of tbe monument, which shows I 
tbat tbe happy thought was suggested 
by Lincoln county gentlemen: 

The plan for tbe erection of a monu- 
ment to tbe Confederate dead at Perry- ' 
vllle originated In January, 1898. when | 
Hon. M C. Saufiev, Hiso K J. Breck- 
inridge and Col Wm. G. Welch met by 
chance lo tbe Gllcher Hotel, of this 
city. The conversation was brought to 
tbe subject of tbe neglected condition 
of the graveyard at Perryvllle, and 
means to remedy matters were dis- 
cussed. The three gentlemen agreed 
to use their efforts to devise a plan 
Accordingly, Representative North, of 
Lincoln, at the next session of the Leg- 
islature, Introduced a bill to appropri- 
ate •500 to care for tbe grounds. In tbe 
same bill, Messrs. James Baughman 
and R, J. Breckinridge, Confederate 
veterans, and Capt. Boyle O Rod es and 
8 D. \ an Pelt, Federal veterans, were 
| specified as commissioners. This bill 
passed, but tbe sum was Inadequate for 
any great improvement. At tbe last 
session of tbe legislature Hon. T. P 
Reed, of Bovle, Introduced a bill ap 
preprinting (2.000 for the same purpose, 
which was passel without difficulty. 
Tbe commlrsloners then contracted 
with tbe Peter Burgbart Stone Co , of 
Louisville, to erect tbe monument aod 
build a stone wall around tbe premises, 
for tbe sum of (2.500 By private sub- 
scription a sufficient sum was raised to 
purchase tbe graveyard from Henry 
Bottom, upon whose farm the land lies 
It was thereafter deeded to the State of 
Kentucky, and now belongs to the Com- 
monwealth. with the shaft upon It. 

Baugh Denies -Kindly give me 
space lo deny tbe charge of poisoning 
Green Acton's horse. This a grave 
charge aod I positively deny It. It Is 
true tbat the bounds trailed to my 
bouse, but why, It Is Impossible me to 
sav, as a large portion of tbe course the 
dogs took, I have not put mv foot on In 
years. I bad nothing personally against 
Mr Aotoo and no reason or wish to In- 
jure him or his properly. 1 have no 
feeling against tbe officers who were 
endeavoring to do their duty and am 
sorry they failed to find the guilty 
parties. But I defy my accusers to 
prove their charge, and since the mat- 
ter has gone so far 1 am more than 
anxious to meet aov Issue in court so 1 
can have a chance to establish my In- 
noceoce, which I am ready and able to 
do George Baugh.
